MOVE IS MADE TO HELP 
STREET CAR STRIKERS

President Shonts Insists 
There Is No Strike on the 


Traction Lines. 


New York, September 22.—Organized 
workers in virtually every industry in 
Greater New York were formally called 
upon late today to cease work at 8 
a.m. next Wednesday in sympathy with 
striking traction employees. Union 
leaders assert approximately 600,000 
men and women are involved. 

The call was embodied in resolutions 
adopted at a conference of labor lead- 
ers representing the federated bodies 
in all the boroughs of the city as well 
as many national and international 
untons. The call, it was said, would 
be issued not only to organized work- 
ers in New York, but also to those in 
Westchester county, in which the 
cities of Yonkers, New Rochelle and 
Mount Vernon are ‘situated, and would 
extend throughout a wide range of 
industries. 
' General Suspension of All Work. 

Hugh Frayne, New York state or- 
ganizer of the American Federation of 
Labor, announced the determination to 
call the sympathetic walk-out in the 
following statement: 

“It was decided by unanimous vote 
by representatives of eighty unions 


of Greater New York and vicinity that | 


there shall be a general suspension of 
all work in all trades and industries 
‘in Greater New York and vicinity, the 
Same to commence Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 27, at 8 a. m.” 

Officers of several international 
uRBiong attended the conference, Mr.

William B. Fitzgerald, general organ- 
izer of the Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Employees, 
in charge of the traction strike, rep- 
resented the car men at the confer- 
ence, and the fellowing labor bodies 
were among the others represented: 

The Central Federated union, Brook- 
lyn Central Labor union, United He- 
brew Trades, Bronx Board of Busi- 
ness Agents, Manhattan Buildings 
Trades Council, International Tunnel 
and Subway Constructors union, Inter- 
national Machinists union, Internation- 
al Typographical union, Stationary and 
Upright Engineers and Firemen's 
union, and the Eccentric Firemen’s 
union. 

Basis of the Call, 

The call is based upon the proposi- 
tion that union men ‘‘can not maintain 
their self-respect” if they ride upon 
cars operated by strike breakers, ac- 
cording to a statement issued tonight 
by Ernest Bohm, secretary of the Cen- 
tral Federated union. In cases where 
contracts exist, Bohm said, the employ- 
ers will be notified that the workers 
have no means of transportation and 
if the employers cannot provide trans- 
portation the workers must remain at 
their homes. ‘ 

“Union employees will not risk their 
lives by riding on cars operated by 
green motormen and protected by po- 
licemen,”” Mr. Bohm said. “Neither can 
they ride on such cars and retain their 
self-respect as union men. 

“The general tie-up will come be.- 
cause employers of union labor will not 
provide their employees with means of 
transportation to and from work to en- 
able them to stay off the dangerous 


British Found Germans 
Chained and Padlocked 
To Their Machine Guns 


Land Ship “Creme de Men- 
the” Played Large Part in 
Victory Won on the Somme 
on September 15. 


Ottawa, Ontario, September 22.—Tri- 
bute to the fighting qualities of “His 
Majesty’s land ship ‘Creme de Menthe,’ ” 
is given by the press representative 
at Canadian corps headquarters in 
France in an account received here to- 
day of the part played by the Domin- 
ion’s troops in the offensive of Septem- 
ber 15. The assertion is made in the 
report that German machine gunners 
were found‘chained and padlocked to 


their guns. 

“The morning of September 15 dawn- 
ed bright and clear,” said the message 
from the front. “There was a frosty 
nip in the air. Suddenly our massed 
artillery burst into a frenzy of activity. 
Shells of every caliber were hurled over 
the heads of the waiting infantry. 

P Noise Was Terrific. 

“Shortly after 6 o’clock our battalions 
began their attack. In successive waves 
our infantrymen moved forward, climb- 
ing over the shell-torn ground and 
leaping the battered trenches. Among 
them burst the enemy shells. The noise 
was terrific. Machine gun and rifle fire 
poured into them. Steadily they mount- 
ed the last ridge, saw Martinpuich on 
their right and looked over to the brick 
ruins and white chalk mounds of the 
Sugar refinery and the trenches to the 
right and left which were to be their 
objective. 

“No sooner were the first lines of Ger- 
man trenches secured than the assault- 
ing waves pressed onward. In their 
midst, moving ponderously, but stead- 
ily, were several of the new armored 
cars. His mafjesty’s land ship ‘Creme 
de Menthe’ led the way and the effect 
was electrical. In vain the Germans 
rained a stream of bullets against the 
invulnerable cars; they were powerless 
to stop the advance. 

“Although our infantry were the first 
to reach the sugar refinery, the cars 
assisted materially in silencing the Ger- 
man machine guns and enfilading the 
enemy trenches gnd the deep, strongly 
protected dugouts of the sugar refinery. 
Ten officers, including a battalion com- 


mander, were made prisoners. At the 
| same time the trenches on either flank, 
| known to us as the ‘candy’ trench and 
| the ‘sugar’ trench were stormed and 
| captured. i 

Another Immediate Blow, 

| “So successful was this attack that 
, the corps commander, Sir Julian Byng, 
| decided to strike another immediate 
‘blow. He ordered that the village of 
‘Courcelette, together with a line of 
|German trenches between Mouquet 
(farm and northwestern edge of the 
village, should be attacked. By 6 


Lo’elock. in. the.eVenthge all operations 


were completed. The objective ‘was # 
difficult. one, including a large and 
strongty fortified village on the right. 

“Within little more than 12 hours the 
Canadians had captured the whole of 
the German defensive positions on a 
wide front to a depth of from 1,000 to 
2,000 vards. This was accomplished in 
the face of desperate and determined 
resistance in which the Germans fought 
with the courage of despair. 

“It is an authentic fact that German 
machine gunners were found chained 
and padlocked to their guns.”

$10,000,000 ISSUE 
UF BONDS 1S URGED 


William Hurd Hillyer Says 
Legislature Should Meet in 
Extra Session to Prepare 
for W. & A. Extension. 


William Hurd Hillyer, of Atlanta, 
who, with others, has formed a syndi- 
cate for the purpose of making a pro- 
posal to the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road commission to extend the Western 
and Atlantic railroad from Atlanta to 
the sea, stated last night that, in his 
opinion, an extra session of the genera: 
assembly should be called at the earliest 
practicable moment for the purpose of 
authorizing the issue of $10,000,000 in 
State bonds, placing these bonds at the 
disposal of the commission and em- 
powering the commission to act in the 
matter of extending the road to the 
sea. zi 

Mr. Hillyer stated that his syndicate 
does not take the position that the 
legislature should specify that these 
bonds shall be used for the proposal 
tentatively submitted by this syndicate 
to the commission, but that this finan- 
clal machinery with proper power to 
act should be placed in the hands of 
the commission as early as possible,’ 
and that it should be left with the 
commission to decide whether or not 
the proposal of this syndicate is pref- 
erable to others that have been or may 
be made. 

Submit Bond Issue. 


The tentative proposal of the Hillyer 
Syndicate was made to the commission 
through Attorney Hooper Alexander, 
representing the syndicate. Mr. Alex- 
ander suggested that an extra session 
of the general assembly should be 
called for the purpose of submitting 
the question of a bond issue to the vote 
of the people at the election for jus- 
tices of the peace on the first Satur- 
day in December, which is December 2. 

This suggestion was much discussed 
Friday around the capitol, and the the- 
ory was advanced that a vote upon the 
proposed bond issue at that time would 
be impossible, through lack of inter- 
vening time. It was pointed out that 
if the governor should call an extra 
session of the assembly he would have 
to give the members about a week's 
notice, and after the assembly met it 
would require not less than five days, 
and probably much longer, to pass the 
necessary legislation. Under the con- 
stitution, it would then be necessary 
to advertise the bond issue election for’ 
sixty days prior to the date of the 
election. This would make it necessary 
for such legislation to be signed by the 
governor and the advertisement of it 
begun not later than October 2, which 
would be a physical impossibility. 

Views of Hillyer. 

Mr. Hillyer, replying to this view 
of the matcer, stated that an imme- 
Gfate extra séssion of the general as- 
sémbly is still altogether feasible, since 
the same session of the general as- 
sembly, according to his information, 
could postpone the election for justices 
of the peace until the third Saturday in 
December, Or such other date before 
January 1 as might seem justified. 

Mr. Hillyer declared that action of the 
general assembly in authorizing a bond 
issue would not be final as to proposals 
to extend the state road to the sea in 
favor of his proposition; that the leg- 
islature should specify that the com- 
mission should use this bond issue to 
the best advantage of the state in con- 
nection with, not merely the Hillyer 
proposal, but any proposal that might, 
before or after. the session, be made to 
the state, wherein the use of such a 
bond issue might be required. 

In other words, Mr. Hillyer’s posi- 
tion is that the commission should at 


once simply be placed in position to 
‘“‘talk business” with all comers.

COMES TO ATLANTA 


The autoped, which was introduced 
as a fad at eastern beaches early in 
the summer and has since become 
firmly established in New York as a 
medium of transportation, has made 
its debut in Atlanta. 

In fact, this man-toting, animated 
lawn mower—for that’s anpout what it 
looks like—made its’debut in rather a 
sensational manner. 

About the first that natives of these 
parts knew of the presence of this 
snorting, smokKe-emitting roller skate 
was when G. C. Dugas, of fhe Packard 
agency, owner of the mechanical brute, 
Friday sailed like a young cyclone into 
the ansley hotel lobby, fetched up at 
the cigar counter, bought a stogie and 
sputtered out again before anybody 
had time to realize what was happen- 
ing. 

During the rest of the day folks 
along Peachtree frequently stopped 
and considered whether to believe their 
own eyes as they saw Mr. Dugas steer- 
ing his strange steed througn the 
labyrinth of traffic. 

The autoped is here to stay, though, 
for it appears that a dozen or more 
Atlantans took one look and placed 
orders. 

The autoped consists of a small plat- 
form, just large enough to stand on, 
mounted on two wheels about 10 or 12 
inches in diameter. A motor drives 
the front wheel, and it is operated 
upon exactly the same principle as a 
motorcycle.

The engine 1s 
controlled from the handle of the 
steering lever.

“TISSUE OF LIES,” 
DECLARES TREVING 


Mexican General Denounces 
Report of Gen. Bell in Re- 
gard to Villa’s Raid on 
Chihuahua. 


Chihuahua City, Mexico, September 
22 Commenting on the reports in 
American newspapers attributed _to 
General Bell, Jr., at El Paso, of the Villa 
raid upon this city last Sgturday, Gen- 
eral Jacinto Trevino today issued a 
statement to the Associated Press in 
which he described it as “a tissue of 
lies and falsehoods.” 

“lr am at a loss to know where Gen- 
eral Bell obtained such bad informa- 
tion,” he continued. “The Villistas car- 
ried absolutely nothing away with them 
except some of the prisoners from the 
penitentiary, many of whom have since 
returned here. They captured neither 
ammunition, cannon nor anything else. 

“Our artillery drove the Villistas out 
of the palace, which they had taken, 
and pursued them in their hasty re- 
treat with shell, leaving them no time 
to carry anything away as they left, 
galloping in small groups through the 
narrow streets of the town.” 

General Trevino agserted that every 
unit of his force wasé#co-ordinated; that 
all prisoners examined by him agreed 
that Villa’s band did not_m mber more 
than 600; that there w-.@ no defec- 
tions from the garrison, and that all 
of the automobiles in the city are ac- 
counted for, none being carried away 
by the outlaws. Government artillery 
fire ceased only, he said, when the 
bandits had been repulsed and there 
seemed danger of hitting the pursuing 
forces under Generals Ramos and Mer- 
riero. 

Prisoners taken by Villa, whv have 
returned, say Villa’s plan was to sur- 
round the palace during the Independ- 
ence day celebration, kill General Tre- 
vino, the commandant, and his staft 
and to disorganize the garrison. 

Villa last was reported in the Sierra 
De La Silla district, near Santa Ysabel. 
BELL BELIEVES 
REPORT RELIABLE. 

El Paso, Texas, September 22.—Brig- 
adier General Bell, Jr., commanding the 
El Paso military district, said today 
that his information concerning Villa’s 
Hidalgo day attack upon Chihuahua 
City was obtained from “several most 
reliable sources.” 

While he did not divulge his sources 
of intelligence, he said that he had 
every reason to believe that his report 
to the war department was founded 
on facts ahd not based on border ru- 
mors. General Bell refused to comment 
on General Trevino’s statement. 

However, General Bell said he had 
received additional information tending 
to support his original report, 

The new information’ indicated, he 
asserted, that not oniy did the Villistas 
seize a quantity of arms and ammuni- 
tion, but also valuable silver bullion, 
held if the féderal palacé. 

General Bell pointed out that in none 
of his reports did he say that Vilia 
had been joined by from 1,000 to 1,500 
soldiers of the Carranza garrison, but 
that he had learned he was joined by 
approximately that number, many of 
them civilian residents of Chihuahua 
City. 

WAR DEPARTMENT 
STILL IN DOUBT. 


Washington, September 22.—Whether 
Francisco Villa again has ‘become a 
factor in the military situation in 
northern Mexico remained a question 
of considerable doubt tonight, despite 
nearly a week’s effort by the state and 
war departments to ascertain whuat 
part, if any, the Dandit chief took in 
the attack last Saturday on Chihva- 
hua City. 

Secretary Baker let it become known 
that war department officials do not 
regard as conclusive the report trans- 
mitted yesterday by Brigadier General 
Bell, saying that Villa led the Chi- 
huahua City attack in person, and the 
Mexican embassy announced receipt of 
official advices declaring villa was 
not in the attacking force. The em- 
feassy’s report came from General Tre- 
vino, commander of the attacked gar- 
rison. 

“The resurrection of Villa is not true,” 
said Ambassador Arredondo § tonight. 
“The attack on Chihuahua City was 
made by a combination of juntas an- 
tagonistic to the de facto govern- 
ment.”’ 


KINGDOM OF GREECE 
NOW ONLY A NAME 


King’s Authority Is Almost 
Gone, Even in Athens. 
Venizelos to Organize the 
Whole Revolutionary 
Movement. 


—————— 


London, September 23.—After saying 
that the removal of the Greek censor- 
ship will permit the truth being told, 
the correspondent of The Daily Mail 
hints at the likelihood of former Pre- 
mier Venizelos leaving Athens for one 
of the districts where a revolution has 
been started, where he will tbe able to 
organize the whole revolutionary move- 
ment. . 

“The kingdom of Greece,” says the 
correspondent, “is now only a name 
Saloniki, Thasos, Lemnos, Chios, Samos 
and Mytilene no longer are governed 
from Athens. Crete and Cyclades are 
about to follow suit. A proclamation 
of independence has been issued ia 
Epirus; the Larissa district is biding 
his time, while Phocis and Acarnania 
are wavering. : 

“Only Athens and Peloponnesus (Mo- 
rea) remain, and Athens is placarded 
with such appeals as ‘draw the sword, 
king, or abdicate.’ These and similar 
appeals appearing on placards and in 
the press or made from the platfcrm go 
unpunished, and it is evident that the 
king’s authority is gone. 
Houses in Athens stored with arms

Russian attacks failed. Near Korytni- 
za the enemy still is occupying small 
portions of our positions. As the re- 
sult of the fighting Wednesday 750 
prisoners and several machine guns fell 
into our hanas. Vigorous” artillery 
fighting is proceeding on the portion 
of this front between the Sereth and the 
Stripa north of Zboroff.

The president has been studying the 
negotiations with Great Britain recent- 
ly and has been in frequent correspond- 
ence with Secretary Lansing since com- 
ing to Long Branch. The general pol- 
icy of the administration was said here 
tonight to be to continue pressing as 
vigorously as possible for changes in 
the British government's practice of 
interfering with American commerce. 

Mr. Wilson completed tonight an 
outline of the speech he will deliver 
tomorrow before a delegation of New 
Jersey business man at Shadow Lawn. 
His address will deal almost wholly; 
with various aspects of the business 
Situation, as related to the policies of 
the administration. 

The president’s speech will mark’ the 
opening of his “porch campaign,” ani, 
therefore, several democratic leaders 
are planning to be present. 

There were indications here today 
that after his speech tomorrow, the 
president will be busy with campaign 
work almost continuously. While he 
expects to take a few days’ rest, it is 
expected that each week he will make 
one or more speeches, either here or 
before non-partisan organizations in 
other cities. Mr. Wilson spent most 
of today reading political letters and 
reports of democratic leaders, getting 
in touch with political conditions in 
every part of the country. 


WHY BRITAIN 
DELAYS ANSWER. 


W ashington, September 22.—Great 
Britain’s delay in answering the Amer- 
ican note regarding mail seizures, sent 
to London May 24, is believed by al- 
lied diplomats here to be due largely 
to a desire to give first a practical 
phos ge demonstration of changes re- 
cently instituted in censoring methods, 
notably with regard to shipping docu- 
ments. They declare the practice of 
expediting the handling of such pa- 
pers by passing them through the cen- 
sors office in special marked packets 
already has removed one of the prin- 
cipal causes of complaint set forth in 
the American protest. 

State department officials consistent- 
ly have declined to indicate the possi- 
ble effect of this modification on the 
department's attitude in the mails con- 
troversy. It is recalled: however, that 
when Great Britain in a previous note 
Save assurances that seized mail would 
be expedited as much as possible, the 
United States replied that one of the 
chief causes Of displeasure here over 
the allied censorship arose from the 
conviction that the seizures in them- 
selves were illegal. 

The allied diplomats point out that 
the delay to shipping documents also 
was emphasized as a cause of com- 
plaint in the American note, which gave 
a list of losses sustained by shippers 
of perishable gogods who had not had 
the bills of lading necessary to re- 
lease their shipments. The conference 
with exporters to be held in New York 
by the British embassy’s trade adviser, 
Sir Richard Crawford, nas been post- 
poned until next week. It will be de- 
voted largely to considering the possi- 
bility of extending to other classes of 
delayed mails the arrangement now ap- 
plying to shipping papers. Already, it 
is pointed out, informal arrangements 
between the administration bodies of 
the two governments not only have 
expedited wr pe documents, but also 
by “letters of assurance” have made it 
possible to guarantee the delivery of 
American goods shipped to the “ration- 
ed” nations of Holland and Scandina- 
via.

Pealing the act of 1878, granting the 
Cincinnati Southern the privilege of 
using the right-of-way ‘of the Western 
and Atlantic raflroad from Boyce, Tenn., 
into the city of Chattanooga, a dis- 
tance of six miles. The protest had 
not reached Chairman C. M. Candler, of 
the commission, last night. 

At that time the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, owned by the state of 
Georgia, had already been built, and 
the Cincinnati Southern, owned by the 
city of Cincinnati, was seeking en- 
trance into the city of Chattanooga. 
The Georgia general assembly granted 
the Cincinnati Southern the privilege 
to use the right-of-way of the Western 
and Atlantic into Chattanooga, upon 
the representation that the Cincinnati 
Southern had in itg construction the 
same idea ag the Western and Atlantic 
in promoting commerce between the 
south and the north and in keeping 
freight rates low, and that the Cin- 
cinati Southern to these ends could co- 
operate with the Western and Atlantic 
and would virtually form an extension 
of the Western and Atlantic to the 
Ohio river gateways. 

The recently created Western and 
Atlantic railroad commission, in gath- 
ering information as to the status ot 
the state’s railroad property with a 
view to re-leasing the road upon expi- 
ration of the present lease, December, 
1919, found that the Cincinnati South- 
ern now, instead of being an aid to the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, is in di- 
rect competition with that road, and 
yet is receiving the use of this valu- 
able right-of-way without any remu- 
neration to the state of Georgia, al- 
though it is understood the trustees of 
the road claim that they can show title 
to the indefinite use of the right-of- 
way. 

This competitive condition is further 
emphasized by the fact that the Cincin- 
nati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
railroad, which is the lessee of the Cin- 
cinnati Southern, is controlled by the 
Southérn railway, which has a direct 
competing line from Chattanooga to 
Atlanta.

CLEARED BY CONGRESS 


Insinuations Declared Unfound- 
ed and They Are Re-elect- 
ed to Positions. 


Memphis, Tenn., September 2?2.— 
Jerome. Jones, of Atlanta, Ga., was re- 
elected president and W. C. Puckett, 
also of Atlanta, secretary-treasurer of 
the Southern Labor congress, both 
without opposition, at the final session 
here today of the fifth annual meeting 
of the congress. Charleston was se- 
lected as the 1917 convention city. °

The congress at the closing session 


voted its support to the striking street 
car employees in New York city; in- 
dorsed the proposed sympathetic strike 
of allied craftsmen in that city and 
adopted resolutions commending Presi- 
dent Wilson for his stand during the 
recently threatened railroad strike and 
his foreign policy. 

Other resolutions adopted declared 
in favor of the eight-hour law and 
condemned business organizations 
which opposed it; denounced prison la- 
bor and the convict leasing system; 
opposed “piece work” in factories; pro- 
posed that newsboys be made amen- 
able to child labor laws and urged the 
enactment by the states of laws to 
compel corporations to pay their em- 
ployees at least semi-monthly and to 
prohibit the importation of men to act 
as armed guards during strikes. 

The congress also went on record 
as favoring employers’ liability laws: 
the absentee voters’ bill and “full 
crew” laws to govern the operation of 
both passenger and freight trains. 

President Jones and Secretary Puck- 
ett were given a vote of confidence at 
the morning session by the adoption 
of the report of a special committee, 
which commended their administration, 
and declared that “any insinuations 
against their official integrity” were 
without foundation. The committee 
was appointed vesterday to investigate 
the affairs of the two officers at their 
request after a statement made by 
George Kennedy, a Memphis delegate, 
was interpreted by them as question- 
ing their integrity. Kennedy today 
disavowed any such intentions and the 
incident was closed with mutual ex- 
pressions of good will.

WHY NOT? 


Anticipating—and apparently with excel- 
lent grounds—‘a dearth of husbands” after 
the war, Eugene Brieux, a member of the 
French Academy, proposes a matrimonial 
agency, to be installed and managed by the 
government, as an expedient to hasten the 
rehabilitation of the republic in point of 
population, or at least to act as a deterrent 
in the tendency toward race suicide. He 
reasons thus: 

Before the outbreak of the war there 
were 1,878,265 single men and 1,664,665 sin- 
gle women in France above the age of 25 
years; and above the age of 30 years the 
number of unmarried was about equally di- 
vided between the sexes, with approximately 
1,000,000 for each. There are, of course, not 
s0 Many men now, with the number dimin- 
ishing every day—in fact, with every bark 
of a German cannon; and after the war a 
great number of the masculine survivors 
are bound to be not overly attractive speci- 
mens of physical manhood and not likely, 
without the aid of some agency outside their 
own initiatives, to seek and find life com- 
panions from the steadily increasing ranks 
of marriageable femininity. Probably, too, 
mademoiselle will be somewhat chary about 
going more than half way in this matter— 
which she will have to do in order to meet 
the demands of humanity and the race. 

Brieux would have the government es- 
tablish a bureau where would be listed every 
marriageable man and woman, each de- 
scribed in detail, and-an expert—or a staff 
of experts if need be—would be employed, 
whose sole duty it would be to bring the 
eligibles together. In other words, to act as 
official matchmaker for the French republic! 

And why isn’t the scheme a good one? 
. There is every reason to believe that a 
considerable number of happy households 
could have been organized out of these vast 
resources before the war, thinks M. Brieux, 
had there been greater facilities for bringing 
eligibles together; and there will be far 
greater need for such facilities after the: re- 
construction period shall set in. Therefore, 
why not get busy and register every matri- 
monial possibility at his and her respective 
town halls? Also, by doing the matchmak- 
er’s work under government auspices, all 
fees, even postage stamps, might be elim- 
inated. 

But M. Brieux goes even further: He 
suggests the “abolition of the marriage con- 
tract and the dower—the great barrier to 
the marriage of the girl without a fortune.” 
Thus would he place marriage back upon 
first principles, and make it purely a thing 
of the heart and not of the pocketbook— 
which the dowry element tends to make 
of it. 

There is food for sober thought in all of 
this; and French folk are thinking about 
it as soberly as they can think about any- 
thing, what with ducking shrapnel, attending 
funerals, fighting gas, snatching glimpses of 
war bulletins, keeping an eye cocked heav- 
enward, meanwhile, apprehensive of hostile 
aircraft. 

And gaining a solid foothold on the conti- 
nent is the belief that a romantic period is 
to set in in France in which the dower will 
get lost completely in a flood of spontane- 
ous and genuine sentiment.

PRESERVE THE NEGRO DIALECT. 


High school music teachers in New York 
are reported to have “disapproved” of “ne- 
gro dialect in songs published in public 
school text-books,” and to have “appointed 
@ committee to Ask music publishers to 
eliminate it.” 

Dr. Frank R. Rix, the musical director of 
those schools, said, according to the news 
dispatches, that “we want our children to 
learn pure English, not a dialect... . I 
think a change ought to be made through- 
out the country.” 

From this it would appear that the music 
teachers of the metropolis have been grop- 
ing for “an issue,” and have hit upon about 
the poorest excuse for one that could be 
found. Hughes couldn't have done worse.

music teachers fed that they have grown so 
great, or fine-haired, or hypercritical that 
they would put “Dixie,” “Suwanee Ribber” 
and “My Old Kentucky Home” under the 
ban? That they would place the seal of 
their disapproval—because it is not “per- 
fect English’—upon “Ol’ Virginny?” Or 
crucify “Ol’ Black Joe” upon the cross of 
rhetoric? 

What has “Uncle Ned” done that the 
blithescme melody should be deleted from 
Gotham’s song books? Rather, what have 
Gotham’s youngsters done that they should 
be thus penalized and their enjoyment thus 
curtailed? 

It is all nonsense! Expurgate from our 
American song books our good old southern 
melodies and you rob them of their best 
real, warm-blooded sentimentality. America 
would not “stand for” it; and surely New 
York is no better than America? Nor are 
New Yorkers more choice of their English 
than are the rest of Americans. 

As a matter of fact, the charge has been 
made—and admittedly with some founda- 
tion—that the United States stands almost 
alone among the nations of the earth in its 
paucity of folk-lore and folk-songs; and, ad- 
mittedly, too, the so-called “negro dialect” 
songs supply practically our only proof to 
offer in refutation of the charge. 

True, our southern melodies may not be 
grammatically perfect. as to English—but 
they know “no north, no south, no east, no 
west,” in their popularity. They-are sung 
by the girls and boys in the schoolhouses 
out in Oregon; sung round the campfire 
out in the heart of the Rockies; by the tim- 
ber folk of New England; by prima donnas 
in the metropolis—and everywhere enjoyed 
with the same true, downright American 
spirit. 

“Go to Sleep, My Little Pickaninny” has 
lulled as many little babes of the Great 
Lakes states into the Land of Nod, com- 
paratively, as in the Cotton Belt. It is 
known and sung and loved everywhere on 
the continent. Some consider “Yankee 
Doodle”—because of the wording of it—sec- 
tional: “Dixie” is universal. Yet those pre- 
cise New York teacher folk propose, in 
“Dixie,” to “change the words ‘de’ and ‘neb- 
ber’ to ‘the’ and ‘never!’” 

Good English? Who ever claimed those 
good old southern songs—or any of the old 
favorites, for that matter~—are pure English? 
Of course they’re not. They wouldn’t be 
characteristic; they wouldn’t be half so 
sweet, half so popular, if they were. 

Neither is “Annie Laurie” good English; 
nor “Bonnie Doon,” nor “Hi’lan’ Mary.” 
Yet we like them, not for .their rhetoric, 
but for their sentiment, their melody and 
themselves. 

Let the school children of the land vote 
on what selections should remain uninter 
fered with in their song books, and it fis 
safe to say that the “negro dialect” songs 
would be among the very last to go. 

At the Fulton County High school com- 
mencement exercises in Taft hall last June 
the sweetest and most libertlly applauded 
number on the whole program was Frank 
Stanton’s “Mighty Lak a Rose,” sung by 
one of the young girl graduates. The audi- 


ence—seven-eighths of it school children— | 


compelled her to “sing it over again.” 

No, the youngsters get enough grammar, 
English, correct-composition drill during 
class periods. Let them get “back to earth” 
betimes and indulge in a bit of real senti- 
ment, real Americanism, when it comes 
time to sing. : 

And don’t censor the plantation melodies 
from the song-books; for when you do you 
spoil them. 


LET’S GO GET IT. 


It is suggested that Atlanta can and 
should get the National Dairy Show for 1917 
or 1918, the earlier the better. 

Outside of its educational value to the 
public at large, there isn’t a more important 
exhibition, from an agricultural and business 
standpoint, that could be brought into At- 
lanta and the southeast at the present time.

This point is most easily 
reached by rail or motor car from any 
and all parts of the United States east 
of the Rocky mountains. The city of 
Atlanta is capable of accommodating at 
moderate prices a host of visitors. The 
agricultural, commercial, financial and 
railroad interests of the south would co- 
operate with hearty enthusiasm to make 
the National Dairy Showin Atlanta fair- 
ly outrival this wonderful institution’s 
reception at its enterprising northern 
home next week. 

The dairy industry is having a healthy 
and rapid development throughout the 
south, especially the middle south and 
southeast. This whole southern country 
affords the greatest undeveloped market 
left in the world for pure bred dairy stock 
and for pure bred stock of any of the 
other breeds of cattle, swine or sheep. 
Atlanta is*the place for the National 
Dairy Show when it moves again. 


Certainly Atlanta can get it. She has 
never gone after anything of this kind yet 
but that she has landed it, and she couldn’t 
go after anything of more value or impor.

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Railroad Commissions. 
Will Be Superseded, _ . 
Says S. Guyt McLendon 


In a letter addressed to the people of 
Georgia thanking them for the support given 
him in the recent primary, S. Guyt 
McLendon predicts that the powers of 
state railroad commissions will be so cur- 
tailed within a brief time by the dominant 
activity of the interstate commerce com- 
mission that they will be almost superoga- 
tory. He believes that one man can do 
all the work that will be required of the 
Georgia commission. The letter follows: 

“To the People of Georgia: Conforming 
to a custom more honored in the observance 
than the breach, I extend my thanks to my 
nearly 100,000 friends who voluntarily voted 
for me on the 12th instant. As I personally 
did not solicit a vote and as my individual 
campaign expense was only $5.42 cents, it is 
strictly correct to say that they voluntarily 
voted for me. 

“My inactivity, however, must not be in- 
tenpreted as indifference to the good will of 
the people of Georgia. 

“The facts are that, if elected, my term 
would not have commenced until December, 
1917, and that, shortly after announcing my 
willingness to accept the office, the inter- 
state commerce commission rounded out a 
series of decisions, under which, after 1917, 
no state will néed a railroad commission of 
more than one member. The power of state 
commissions over rates is gone and the 
Georgia railroad commission, perhaps uncon- 
sciously, is now holding practically its last 
hearing on the reasonableness of freight 
rates. Driven to action by a superior federal 
law, which solves the question of port rates 
and other rates, and observing all the canons 
of polite society, the carriers are, with pa- 
tience and tenderness, so presenting the case 
as to enable the commission to intelligently 
make its choice between suicide and homi- 
cide. 


Cannot Serve Two Masters. 

“America, after forty years of travail, 
and incalculable economic waste, has about 
learned that common carriers cannot serve 
two masters of different mind: a fact long 
ago realized and acted upon by the German 
confederation and the Dominion of. Canada. 

“The framers of our constitution regulated 
commerce among the states in the constitu- 
tion itself, insofar as the commerce-de- 
stroying conduct of unregulated states had 
up to that time, demonstrated the necessity 
for federal regulation and then vested in 
congress the residuum of power to regulate 
commerce among the states. 

“The annihilating sentence against state 
regulation is found in these words of the 
supreme court: ‘Whenever the interstate and 
intrastate 
related that the government of the one in- 
volves the control of the other, it is congress 
and not the state that is entitled to pre- 
scribe the final dominant rule, for otherwise 
congress would be denied the exercise of its 
constitutional authority and the state and 
not the nation would be supreme in the 
national field.’ 

“In the South Dakota express rate Case, 
in the Illinois passenger rate case and in 
the last decision in the Shreveport case, the 
interstate commerce commission has left lit- 
tle or nothing for state commissions to do. 

“When what is herein briefly Stated be- 
comes the common knowledge of the people, 
my friends will understand my apparent in- 
difference.

Dyestuff Census Completed 
By Bureau of Commerce 


Washington, September 22.—(Spectal.)— 
American manufacturers of dyestuffs are 
making arrangements to examine the proofs 
of the anxiously awaited dyestuff census, 
which will be available at the burean of 
foreign and domestic commerce on Monday, 
September 26. 

This is a detailed statistical analysis of 
the dyestuffs imported into this country dur- 
ing the year preceding the war. It has been 
prepared by Dr. Thomas H. Norton at the 
request of American dyestuff manufacturers, 
and contains information upon which the de- 
velopment of the American industry will be 


based. Just what quantities of each color 
have been used in American color-using in- 
dustries has always been more or less of a 
mystery in this country. German exporters 
alone have been familiar with the situation. 
Without a reliable guide, domestic manufac- 
turers would be obliged to work in the dark 
to a large extent, producing more than enough 
of one color and perhaps not nearly enough 
of some other shade. One great European 
government has undertaken a similar census 
and failed. 

In addition to the complete and detailed 
list of all imported dyestuffs, the report con- 
tains full data on the limited domestic pro- 
duction pfior to the war, detailed tables of 
the importation of coal tar crudes and in- 
termediates for the year 1913-14, studies of 
the prices of coal-tar dyes and their marks, 
and an exhaustive bibliography of the sub- 
ject. . 

It is now generally realized that any in- 
telligent effort to build up a comprehensive 
self-contained American coal-tar chemical] in- 
dustry must rest upon the solid foundation 
of accurate data concerning the American 
market for artificial colors. In no other 
way can the creators of such an industry 
avoid duplication, overlapping, waste and 
blundering tentative struggles to adjust pro- 
ductive mechanism to a vague indefinite 
demand. One of the first results of the com- 
pilation of this census was to show how ex- 
ceedingly vague an idea of the extent to 
which synthetic dyes are consumed in the 
United States prevailed in commercial manu- 
facturing circles. Those best informed have 
estimated hitherto that the annual consump- 


tion of coal-tar colors did not exceed 20,000. 


tons. As a matter of fact it is nearly one- 
half again that amount, or some 29,000 short 
tons. 

It was originally intended to distribute 
page proofs of the census to those most in- 
terested, but it has been found impractical 
to do so, owing to the number of demands. 
There will, however, be an opportunity to 
examine the proofs at the bureau in Washing- 
ton from™September 25 until the finished re- 
port is delivered by the printer.

Advisory Board Plans for Work 


Of Special Classes During Year 


The advisory board for special classes in 
Atlanta’s public schools held its initial meet- 
ing at the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday and mapped out plans for extend- 
ing the work of these classes this year. 

The board consists of the following: 
James I. Key, chairman; Dr. Bates Block, 
neurologist; Dr. Dunbar Roy, eye, ear, nose 
and throat; Dr. Hansell Crenshaw, neuroio- 
gist; Dr. Michael Hoke, bone specialist; Dr. 
Stuart Brown and Dr. W. N. Atkins, general; 
J. M. B Hoxsey and Dr. W. B. Summerall, 
superintendent of Grady hospital, and L. F. 
Crusselle. The object of this board is to 
co-operate with the teachers of Atlanta’s 
special classes in the grammar schools. 

Miss Laura Smith is supervisor of the 
special classes. There are four classes—one 
at Lee Street school, Fair stret, Boulevard, 
and a special class for children who are deaf 
and afflicted with defects of speech at Ashby 
Street school. Only fourteen children are 
allowed in a class. 

In explaining the work of the special 
classes Miss Smith stressed the point that 
these classes are not for defectives, or nec- 


essarily dull children, but for “exceptional 
students,” including those who are able to 
learn faster than their classmates. It is also 
for retarded students, who, in many in- 
stances, have been held back in their grades 
because of conditions and circumstances over 
which they had no control, such as sick- 
ness and lack of opportunity to attend school 
until ahead of their normal grades in years. 

The supervisor and advisory board hope 
eventually to extend the scope of the work 
of the special classes to include acripple chil- 
dren’s class, where such children will he giv- 
en an industrial educatiagn, and taught to 
make a living by the use of their hands. They 
also hope eventually to establish a class for 
incorrigibles among school children. 

Dr. W. B. Summerall has set aside a day 
at Grady hospital for “school children clinic 
day.” On this day physical defects of school 
children are corrected by the doctors who are 
on the advisory board. —~ 

Personal attention is given each child in 
the special classes. This is why they are 
restricted to only fourteen children each. 
Also, the very best and most complete equip«< 
ment is given each child.

Editor Southern Farming 
Wants Atlanta to Ask 
Cattle Convention Here 


In a letter to Ivan Allen, president of the 
Southeastern Fair association, L. A. Niven, 
editor of Southern Farming, having editorial 
rooms in the Forsyth building, Atlanta, 
strongly urges that every possible means be 
exerted to bring the 1917, or at any rate the 
1918 national dairy show to this city. This 
show, he says, will be held this year, and 
possibly next, at Springfield, Mass., and Mr. 
Niven would have Atlanta designated as the 
show city next following Springfield. 

This he will urge, too, in the leading edi- 
torial to appear in Southern Farming of the 
issue of September 30. 

The south, Mr. Niven argues, is too often 

spoken of as a “one-crop” country, while it 
is not such. Cotton, he says, always will be 
one of the south’s greatest crops, and he con- 
tinues: 
“We don’t need to grow less cotton, but 
we need to devote less acreage to it and at 
the same time grow the same amount of 
cotton. We can most assuredly do this if we 
practice crop diversification and carry on a 
dairying business and the feeding of beef 
cattle to such an extent that we will have a 
dressing of stable manure to apply to our 
lands occasionally.” 

“Nothing,” he goes on to say, “would in- 
crease dairying in the south more than the 
coming of the national dairy show to Atlanta; 
and no better place can be found in the whole 
country for this show than we have right 
here on the Southeastern fair grounds. 

“If Atlanta and the southeast will go 
after this show good and hard I believe we 
will get this great aggregation of dairy 
queens in the Southeastern fair buildings in 
the course of the next year or two. It will 
take effort, of course; but Atlanta and the 
southeast have often demonstrated the fact 
that energy is not lacking.” 

Mr. Niven suggests that representatives of 
the fair association, together with representa- 
tives of the Atlanta Convention Bureau and 
other organizations attend the show at 
Springfield October 12-20, “and go armed with 
an officially-signed and formally sealed doc- 
ument inviting this great national institu- 
tion to come to Atlanta in 1917 or 19138,”

Knott-Catts contest for the gubernato- 
rial nomination in the democratic party 
took a new turn today when the 
Alachua county canvassing board re- 
fused to let the inspectors of precinct 
No. 3, town of Alachua, sign the re- 
turns of the June primary as relating 
to the vote for governor. 

This precinct gave S. J. Catts sixty- 
nine more votes than it gave W. V. 
Knott for governor, and it has never 
been counted because the officers of 
the election board failed to affix their 
names to the returns as required by 
law. Attorneys for Catts secured an 
alternative writ of mandamus in the 
supreme court Wednesday ordering the 
Alachua county canvassing board to 
show cause, if any, why the vote in 
Alachua precinct should not be count- 
ed, and which return is to be made at 
Tallahassee on Monday. 

A recount of the entire county has 
been ordered by the circuit court to 
begin Monday, but the inspectors of 
precinct No. say that as they under- 
stand it the order of the supreme court 
is for them to sign the June returns 
from that precinct, and that a mere re- 
count would not be complying with the 
order. 

The vote of Alachua precinct, if 
counted, would turn the plurality of 21, 
on which Mr. Knott on yesterday was 
declared the nominee by the state can- 
vassing board after its recanvass of 
amended returns, into a plurality of 48 
for Mr. Catts and open the way for 
another court order for a recanvass by 
the state board and declaration of Mr. 
Catts as the nominee. 

The canvassing board made no state- 
ment as to why it will not allow the 

recinct board to sign the returns, but 
t is supposed that the board takes 
the ground it did when it refused to 
canvass them, namely, that the returns 
were illegally made inasmuch as they 
were not properly signed by the pre- 
cinct board.

~ LEVELS DURING WEEK 


Bradstreet’s Report Says High 
Prices Have Failed to Re- 
duce Swell of Buying. 


New York, September 22.—Brad- 
Street’s tomorrow will say: 

_ Propelled by extraordinary expan- 
sion in buying power and undismayed

ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York September 22.—(Special.)—The 
bulls are struggling hard te maintain and 
advance the market. Liverpoo! was willing 
and our own markets showed early advance 
upon the storm warning issued by the gov- 
ernment. Later in the day it was rumored 
that the National Ginners would make a 
condition report of about 61 where 567 was 
expected and this turned the market down. 

This being Friday the week-end figures 
added to the troubles of the bears. The 
amount into sight footed up 415,177 bales, 
which breaks all records and was twice as 
large as the same week last year, when it 
footed up 208,119. The exports were rather 
small, being only 69,000 vs. 108,000 last 
year, and the mill takings were 218,000 vs. 

The visible supply in- 
creased 197,000 bales this week; last year 
for the same week it only increased 27,000, 
in other words’ it required 170,000 bales of 
addde speculative buying power this year 
over last year. 

Eliminating Bremen and Hamburg, Ger- 
many, the stock of cotton in and afloat for 
Europe is larger today than on this date 
of any year except 1915 alone. The com- 
bined stocks of the ports and interior 
towns of the United States give the same 
answer and the stock at the mills of the 
United States, as shown by the census de- 
partment, breaks all recoras or September 1 
of any year in history. Next week's mar- 
ket may feel the effect of the approaching 
bureau report, but it will also, we think, 
feel the weight of next week's movement 
of the actual article.

COTTON ADVANCES. 
“DURING PAST WEEK 


Firmness Shown, and Open- 
ing Saturday Was $6.50 
Per Bale Above Low Level 


Caused by Recent Reaction. 


New York, September 22.—The cot- 
ton market showed continued firmness 
during the greater part of the last 
week, with January contracts selling 
up to 16.40 at the opening today, or 
approximately 6.50 a bale above the 
low level reached on the recent reac- 
tion. Rather sharp setbacks followed 
under heavy realizing this afternoon, 
when sentiment was unsettled by the 
publication of more optimistic private 


lcondition figures and rather bearish 


week-end statistics. 

The advances during the earlier part 
of the week were encouraged by bull- 
ish mid-month crop reports, the fail- 
ure of hedge selling to develop on a 
more important scale and the appear- 
ance of continued trade buying on mod- 
erate setbacks. Much of the selling on 
the decline of about 1%ca pound which 
had followed the advance to 16%<c at 
the beginning of the month, had been 
based on expectations of increased 
southern offerings as a result of con- 
tinued rapid ginning and the steady 
ruling of southern spot markets, unm- 
doubtedly started covering by both long 
and foreign shorts. The demand from 
such sources seemed to subside 
prices approached previous high level 
today, however, and an easier techni- 
cal position doubtless figured in the 
closing reaction. 

Of the two private crop reports is- 
Sued early in the week, one made the 
condition 61 per cent, indicating a de- 
terioration of 3.7 for the first half of 
the month, while the other was 59.4, 
or a falling off of about 5.3 per cent 
compared with a ten-year average of 
about 5 per cent for the month of Sep- 
tember.
